Scandinavian Sport.

a beauty of rural scenery the Scandinavian Peninsula may 
fairly compete with the most favored countries in the old 
world or the new, while.to the followers of*St. Hurburt, or 
Isaac Walton, it offers attractions hardly to be equalled, cer- 

* tainly not surpassed, in any other country of Europe. 

Pyramus and Thisbe may here stroll at will over flowery 
mead, through verdant grove, along the margin of murmur- 
ing rill, while the dmirer‘of the grand and the sublime may 
wander through primeval forests, where the solemn stillness 
never was interrupted by the sound of the woodman’s axe, 
or he may gaze.on the roaring cataract as it leaps from cliff 
to cliff down the side of som2 mountain, whose snow-capped 
summit glistens in the light of the midnight sun. 

The United Kingdoms of Sweden and Norway, extending 
from lat: 65 to 72 north, between the Baltic and the North 
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sea, present an ever-changing panorama of hill and valley, 


forest and mountain, river and lake. The south and middle 
part is thickly settled and highly cultivated, but as you pro- 
ceed towards the north, say beyond lat. 60, settlements grad- 
ually become smaller, neighborhoods farther apart, pine and 
birch, heath and rock assert more and more their dominion, 
until finally is reached the great unbroken wilderness, where 
the Lapplander and his herd of reindeer represents the last 
faint trace of civilization. 

As diversified as is the scenery, are also the opportunities 
of the hunter. The modern Nimrod may here take his 
choice of stalking the wild reindeer amidst glaciers and pre- 
cipices, or on swift sliding snow-shoes chasing the brown bear 
or the lordly moose through wild pine forests, or—if less 
dangerous and fatiguing sports are more to his taste—he may 
scour the moorland, the stubble field or the meadow in quest 
of black game, partridge or svipe. 

As regards its forests, Sweden is divided in a certain num- 
ber of districts, each under the supervision of a Chief-For- 
ester with numerous subordinates. These public officers are 
educated for their profession at the Royal Forest Institute, in 
Stockholm, a public institution of learning, giving thorough 
instruction in forestry, surveying, natural history, botany 
and allied branches. The duty of these officials is not only 
to guard and attend to the proper use of the forest of the 
public domain (crown-forests) within the district, but also, 
on application of private owners of timbered lands, to survey 
and subdivide these in such a manner that a certain area of 
forest every year may be cut down and replanted, witha view 
to the permanency of the plantation. Another duty of these 
foresters is to guard that the game laws are observed, and to 
make complaint against all trespassers. In the performance 
of this duty they are energetically assisted by the Swedish 
Sportsman’s Association, a society of nearly fifty years stand- 
ing, with headquarters in Stockholm, and ramifications in ev- 

ery part of the country. The society counts several thousand 
members, and‘under its auspices is published, since the year 
1832, the Journal of the Swedish Sportsman’s Association, a 
monthly publication of great merit and talent. 

The laws enacted for the preservation of game are very 
strict, and, what is more to the purpose, are supported by 
public opinion. The poacher and market hunter, particularly 
if out of season, will have a hard road to travel. The game 
and the privilege to hunt it in proper time belong by right of 
law to the owner of the land where it is found, but any well- 
behaved man, even if an entire stranger, in search of a few 
days recreation by hunting, will seldom apply in vain to the 
landowner for permission to pursue the wild game found on 
his premises, a permission which often is followed by an in- 
vitation to the applicant to become the guest of the farmer, 
in whose house he will find himself the object of generous 
hospitality, for that ancient virtue obtains as yet to great ex- 
tent in old Scandinavia. 

The following animals and birds are the most common ob- 
jects for hunting. The nomenclature is after Linneus or 
Nilson : 

MAMMALIA. 

Brown Bear ( Ursus arctos), Bjorn. Inhabits the large forests 
of the northern part of the country. It is much larger, 
stronger and more destructive on domestic animals than the 
black bear of America. 

a Wolf (Caipus lupus), Swed. Varg. Is found more or lesd 
common in all timbered districts of Scandinavia, and is the 
most destructive beast of prey in the country. 

Fox ( Vulpus vulgaris), Swd. Raf. Is very numerous in ey- 
ery part of the country. In the most northern latitudes, it is 
supplanted by Canis lagopus. 

Lynx (Felis lynz), Swed. Lo. Was formerly quite numer- 
ous, and is yet hunted with. hounds and killed every year. 
When pressed by the dogs, it generally takes to some conven- 
ient tree. If wounded it often attacks the hunter with great 
fury. 

Wolverin (Gulo luscus), Swed. Tilfras. Is very scarce, but 
now and then found in Lapland and caught in traps. 

Moose (Cervus alces), Swed Elg. This magnificent animal, 
the pride of the Scandinavian forest, was nearly extinct fifty 

years ago, when the Swedish Diet, with a view to its preserva- 
tion, passed a law forbidding its killing for a period of ten 
years. Since then the season for hunting elg has been limited 
to two or three months a year, in the autumn, and it is now 


der of Queen Christina in the middle of the seventeenth 
century, but probably some time afterwards became extinct, 
and was again imported under the auspices of that very in~ 
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quite numerous in all the larger timber districts in the middle 
and northern part of the country. 

Red Deer (Cero. elephas), Swed. Kron-hjort. Inhabits at 
present only two small spots on the peninsula. It is found in 
some large beach and oak forest belonging to the entailed es- 
tates of the Counts Piper, in the utmost south-east corner of 
Sweden, and on an island on the coast of Norway. On both 
places it is strictly preserved. 

Fallow Deer (Cero dama), Swed. Dof-hjort. As a wild 
animal the fallow deer is extinct, but is preserved in enclosed 
deer parks in a few places on some larger estates, and also 
in the royal deer-park at Stockholm. 

Reindeer (Cero ferandus), Swed. Ben. Since time imme- 
morial the reindeer has been kept domesticated by the Lapp- 
landers, inhabiting the interior of the northern wilds from 
lat. 62up to North Cape. With these people it supplants the 
horse, the cattle and sheep. Some families own as many as 
1,000 reindeer. On that high chain of mountains, which con- 
stitutes the boundary between Sweden and Norway, the rein- 

| deer is found in a wild state in all the higher altitudes, border- 
ing on the glaciers and the eternal snow. 

Roebuck (Cero capreolus). This, the smallest but most 
beautiful of the deer family, has its habitations in the south 
part of Sweden, in the forests of which it is not so scarce. 
The season for hunting it is limited to October and Novem- 
ber. 

Hare (Lepus timidis), Swed. Hare. Among the animals 
which constitute sources of amusement and recreation for the 
Scandinavian sportsman, the hare must by no means be for- 
gotten; in fact, it is entitled to a very distinguished place in 
the catalogue. It is very numerous all over the country, and 
provides-more genuine sport than all the other animals taken 
together. In size it is about twice as large as the common 
American hare, (missnamed rabbit), and after being started 
by the hounds it often makes a bee-line of two or three 
miles before it turns on a crcuitous route towards the starting- 
point. 





























BIRDS : GALLINACEA. 

Capercailzie (Zetrao uro-gallus), Swed. Tjeder. This 
splendid member of the grouse family is found not only all 
over Scandinavia, at least as far north as the arctic circle, but 
also in Russia, Northern Germany and Bohemia. Its favor- 
ite habitations are deep and mountainous pine and spruce for- 
ests. 

Black-cock (Tetr. tetriz), Swed. Orre. Is in Sweden 
and Norway more numerous than any other species of grouse, 
and is found in every part of the country. Its favorite haunts 
are heath-covered moors and such places in the timber and wood- 
land—pastures, which abound in blueberries, upland-craberries 
and the like. 

Ptarmigan (TZetr. lagopus), Swed. Ripa. Inhabits only 
the northern and mountainous part of the peninsula; in the 
summer the higher regions of the mountains beyond the belts 
of spruce and pine, among the scrubbery of the dwarf birch 
(betula nana) and the salix varieties, but in winter the low- 
lands, chiefly the birch forests, the buds of which constitute 
at that season its principal food. It is a mooted question (or 
at least was some years ago) whether there are not in Scan- 
dinavia two different species of ptarmigans. The hunters of 
the north make a distinction, calling one the ptarmigan of the 
mountain (fjell ripa), and the other, ptarm of the valley (da- 
ripa). A distinguished English sportsman who had shot 
ptarmigans on the mountains of Norway, gave me as his opin- 
ion that such distinction exists, and that the latter variety is 
identical with the red grouse of the British Islands. 

Hazel-hen (Tetr. bonasa ?), Swed. Hjerpe. The name 
‘‘Hazel-hen ” I found given to this little grouse in’ a Swedish 
English dictionary, but if correct, it is certainly not express- 
ive of the bird’s habitation, for I doubt very much that it ever 
was found among hazel-bushes. The Scandinavian ‘“Hjerpe” 
inhabits deep and wild pine and spruce forests, and is in such 
localities quite common in the northern part of Sweden and 
Norway. It is the smallest of the grouse family, not much 
larger than a tame pigeon, its flesh, resembling that of the 
ruffed grouse, is highly valued for the table. 

Common Partridge (Perdiz cinerca), Swed. Rapphona. 
Is not originally an indiginous bird of Sweden. History tells 
that this fine bird was first introduced to the country by or- 
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different King, but great hunter, Frederick the Ist, about the 


year 1740, after which time it has.remained a permanent 
dweller in the southern and middle part of the country, 
Quail (Perdia coturniz), Swed.

Woodcock (Scolopar rusticala), Swed. Morkuka: This 
magnificent game bird is quite numerous all over Scandina- 
via. In the most southern part, however, it makes@nly short 
visits during its migrations in the spting and fall. It arrives 
in April~and leaves in October. The woodcock of Zurope is 
much !arger than its American namesake. 

Solitary Snipe (Scolopaxy major), Swed. Dubber Becca- 
sin. The habitation of this birdison low, wet, natural mead- 
ows, particularly such as are contiguous to larger water/cour: 


ses. It is a fine game bird, much largef ‘than’ the Americair 


jacksnipe, lies well for the dog and is easily shot. You sel- 
dom find more than one at a time, and it is therefore in. the 
British Islands called the ‘“‘solitary” snipe. 

Common Snipe (Scolopax gallinago), Swed. Enkel Bec- 
casin. In habits and appearance this bird resembles very 
mouch the American jack (English) snipe (Seed. ailsonit). It 
is very numerous all over the country in all suitable loeali- 
ties. 

Smallest Snipe (Scolopar gallinula), Swed. Half-enkel 
Beccasin, is probably the smallest of all game birds proper, 
but nevertheless, a game bird as muchas any of them. It 
lies well for the dog and must give a strong scent, for any 


pointer or setter will mark them as readily as a woodcock or | 


grouse. They are very handsome little fellows, swift on the 
wing, but not much larger than a sparrow. It is migratory 
like all its congeners, and quite rare. 

This, we believe, ends the tist of what we properly term 


** game birds.” There is an endless variety of aquatic birds, | 


which some may, but we don’t, give the rank and title of 
game birds, however acceptable they may be for the table, or 
whatever pleasure the hunting of such may confer on the hun- 
ter. Of such birds may be mentioned: Two varieties of the 
swan, several of the goose, and an endless number of ducks, 
the mallara and teal conspicuous among the rest. 
are two fine species of curlews: Nnmenius, arguata anid 
num phoebous of plovers may be mentioned: Caradrtus ap- 
ricarus and cor morinellus. Then the beautiful recurvirostra 
avocetta, and any number of shore birds, totanus, tringa, 
etc., etc.; but as our intention was not to write an Ornitalgia 
Scandinavica, but simply to enumerate the birds which a 
sportsman may find on the Scandinavian Peninsula while hunt- 
ing with a setter or pointer, we believe the above will com- 
plete the catalogue. 


HUNTING. 


In the Scandinavian countries the moose, the stag, the roe- 
buck, the bear, the fox and the hare are hunted with hounds. 
As the object is to shoot the game thus pursued, it is of more 
importance to have dogs with fine scenting power and good 
bottom than fleetness of foot. The domestic breed, probably 


indiginous to the country from time immemorial, is about the | 


size of the English harrier, but of stouter build, in color mostly 
yellow or black-and-tan. Very few English fox hounds are 
seen, They are considered too fast, and fox hunting, as car- 
ried on in the British Islands is out of the question in Sweden 
or Norway on account of the brokenness of the country and 
the frequency and height of the rail fences, and to the dam- 
aging of the latter, and the trampling down of his winter 
grain by a field of horsemen. ‘The Scandinavian farmer, gen- 
erally a freeholder and a very independent fellow with all, 
‘would most assuredly object. 


The modus operandi in hunting with hounds is about the | 
same as that which is employed in hunting deer in the South- | 


ern States. The hunters, provided with shot guns or rifles, 
as the occasion may require, take their stations; one of their 
number follows the pack, encouraging them now and then 
with a bugle-note. After a while a single dog “‘gives tongue,” 
then another; a moment later a sharp yell ; the game is started 
and the music in full blast. 


** Yelled on the view the opening pack, 
Rock, glen and cavern paid them back.” 


After a while is heard the round boom of a smooth-bore, or 
the short, sharp crack of a rifle, then perhaps a loud repeated 
call—‘‘See here, see here, see h-e-r-e!”—summoning the dogs 
to the track and to renewed exertions, for it was a miss. Af- 
ter a short interruption the chase goes on with full cry as be- 
fore. Again the report of a gun resounds, then silence, fol- 
lowed by a merry peal of the bugle, announcing to the whole 
party that the game is conquered and the chase ended, and 
from their several,stations they gather with rapid strides to 
congratulate the successful comrade. The hounds, generally 
not more than two to four brace, are coupled in their leashes, 
and the whole party either return home or proceed to some 
other locality to renew the hunt. 

The bear of Scandinavia hibernates in a dormant state from 


the first snow-fall in October or November, until awakened by | 


the soft air of spring. He prepares. his comfortable winter- 
quarters in some convenient cave, or under the roots of some 
‘windfall or other suitable place. After the first fall of snow 
in the fall, every bear-hunter is out looking for the track of 
bruin. This found, he follows it cautiously until by the ap- 
pearance of the track he suspects that the lair is not far dis- 
tant. He then makes a succession of circles around the track 
until he has ascertained that the bear's winter-quarters are in- 
side the last one. The circumference of this (in the language 
of the country called “ring”) is then plainly marked out in 
the trees with a hatchet for the double object; first, that 
he may easily find the place at an intended later visit, and sec- 
ond, to notify other bear-hunters, that may happen to come 
on the same track, that this particular bruin is properly 
“ringed,” and is the ring-maker's property. His right in this

Asa propelling power 
the skid-runner uses a long pole just as the fisherman propels 
his canoe. . In the northern part of the country such snow= 
shoes are in general use and have been so from time Immemo- 
rial, being often mentioned even in the old Icelandic Sagas aud 
the most ancient chronicles. Using these implements, they 
slide over the snow with almost incredible velocity, and run- 
| ning thus through timbered lands it is astonishing to notice 
| how skilfully tlicy avoid stems, stumps and rocks in their head- 
long speed. The Lapplanders:particularly are very ‘skillful’ in 
the use of these*snow-shoes, mounted on which they wage, 
all winter long, am incessant warfare against the wolves, which 
are the worst enemies Of the reindeer. On such expeditions 
the Lapplander often leaves his gun at home, taking with him 
no weapon but his pole, one end.of. which is provided with a 
| sharp steel‘peint, and usedas.a spear to dispatch his enemy. 
| In the same, manner these darjng-hunters often kill the bear. 
| Bird Shooting. —For hunting the different varieties of game- 
birds in the southern and more open parts of the country, set- 
| ters and pointers are-in general-use-in- Seandinavia The ma- 
| jority are of English breed, but there is a good sprinkling of 
Russian setters, which are highly esteemed, and justly so. 
| They are not handsome dogs, to be sure, nor very dashing 
| rangers, but these shortcomings are more than made up by 
| their fine noses, steadiness, untiring energy and excellent con- 
| stitution. They are natural retrievers and easily broken. As 
| water-dogs they cannot be surpassed, and using them on ducks, 
seems not to interfere in the least with their steadiness. They 
| cannot be too highly recommended for introduction to this 
| country, now when bench-shows seem to be all the rage. _ 

In the northern, mountainous and heavily timberet#districts 
a quite different kind of dog is used for hunting the different 
variety of growse which are found here in great abundance. 
| The dog in question is asmal] animal with long hair, commonly 
| black and tan, fine nose and very swift onfoot. It looks very 
+ much like a small shepherd-dog, but goes under the name of 
“bird dog” (fogel-hund). His functions are to find the bird, 
| flush, follow and tree him. The dog then remains under the 

tree and now and then gives a low yelp to attract the bird's 

attention and allow his master to approach. The great ma- 

jority of grouse brought to the market from the north are shot 
| in this-way. ee 

In former times it was a common practice in Scandinavia to 
shoot the capercailzie and the black-cock when at play in the 
spring. The former commences his solitary play from some 
of the lower branches of some large fir or spruce at break of 
day, and is then easily approached by taking care to move only 
three or four steps at ‘a time, while the bird emits the hissing 
sound by which he winds up each play, for during those mo- 
ments of supreme ecstasy he is perfectly deaf and blind. The 
latter, more gregarious and sociable in their habits, meet at 
early dawn in great numbers at certain places, generally a low 
meadow, a swamp or field, where they spend an hour or two 
strutting around, playing and fighting. At such placts the 
hunters used to dig holes in the ground and conceal themselves 
before the arrival of the birds, which then fell an easy prey to 
the ambuscade. But these proceedings are discontinued since 
long ago, it being forbidden under heavy penalty to shoot or 
in any Other way molest any species of grouse from Jan. 1, 
} until Aug. 15. 

The capercailzie is sometimes shot at torchlight. The hunt- 
er, at sunset, in the fall, takes a stroll in such places of the 
forest where capercilzies are known to have their haunts, and, 
proceeding with as little noise as possible, he can easily hear 
these big birds rising from the ground and going to roost, the 
whole family mostly settling in the same tree. Guided by the 
sound he lays down on the ground a long straight stick, 
| brought with bim for the purpose, and which he points in the 
supposed direction of the roosting tee. Blazing his path out 
| of the wood, he returns later at night with torches and_assist- 
ants, and it is said that by following the direction of the stick 
| the roosting-place of the capercailzies can easily be found by 
those experienced in this kind of hunting, and if only the 
precaution is taken always to shoot the undermost bird there 
is nothing to prevent the killing of the whole number, as the 
| birds, bewildered by the torch-light, do not attempt to escape 
by flight, unless tumbled on by some of their falling com- 
| rades. 

Black-game Shooting with Decoys.—Late in the fall and 
| during the early winter the black game often congregate in 
large numbers in the birch-wood, the buds of which serve 
them for food. At such times a large solitary tree, or group 
of trees, in some adjoining field is selected, and a hole, large 
enough to hold one or more hunters, dug at a convenient. dis- 
tance and covered with a low roof of brushwood. In the top 
| of the tree are then put up one or more decoys, representing 
black cocks. ‘These-are mostly made of black velvet, with 

large pieces of red flannel over the eyes, the whole a little 
| larger than the real bird. After the hunter gets into his hid- 
ing-place early in the morning, one or more persons are sent 
out in the birch-wood to drive the birds in the direction of 
the decoys, which is easy enough, as they in most instances 
make a bee-line in an opposite direction from the driver. In 
this way quite a number of birds are often killed in a few 
hours. " 

Woodcock-shooting.—Early in the spring there is most ex- 
cellent woodcock-shooting for a couple of weeks in the utmost 
southern part of Sweden. Returning across the Baltic Sea 
from their wiuter quarters, the flight of birds throw them- 
| selves down in the first brushwood or piece of timber they 
| meet. Thickets of hazelbrush in low, moist ground are 
| their favorite haunts, and the rural population in these parts 

therefore call them ‘‘hazel-hens.” During this period they 
are shot over setters or pointers, just as here. Having rested 
for a week or two, they go farther north, and spread them- 
selves all over the country. They are then for a month or 
two hunted on what is called ‘‘ woodcock passes ” (morkull- 
streck), pretty much in the same way as ducks are shot

wolf, the lynx and the fox, have committed more serioug 
depredations on the domestic animals of come district, the 
rural population is called out by the chief forester to a grand 
hunt. for the extermination of the depredators. Every Tifle, 
shot-gun and old musket is brought out, every known hunter 
is especially invited, and the men of the district assemble to 
the number sometimes of several thousands. Mustered in 
companies by the sheriff and constables, and guided by the 
foresters, they make a surround of such part of the infesteg 
district where the anima!s are supposed to have their haunts, 
The men are now formed; into an isosceles triangle, the two 
| long sides of which, generally made somewhat curvilinear to- 
ward the vertex, often are 20 miles or more each in len th, 
with a proportionate base of four or five miles long. This 
base-line is. oceupied by the best hunters at short inter. 
vals, and in the intervening spaces are stretched nets, 
made. for the. purpose of strong cords, to prevent the 
inclosed animals from breaking thro the line, All 
these arrangements are made. the previous evening, and 
the driyers spend-the short summer-night at their appoint- 
ed places. Those not provided with firearms carry axes, 
spears or.some. other instrument. of..attack and defence. _ A] 
along the lines fires are kept up during the night to keep the 
intended victims inclosed. At the break of day, and at a given 
signal, the men at the vertex commence moving towards the 
base. As they proceed the sides close in, driving the beasts 
before them towards the nets. The animals, finding them- 
selves shut up on all sides, often make desperate efforts to 
break through the lines of drivers, and many a fierce and 
bloody combat is often fought on this part of the battlefield, 
for it isa noteworthy fact, that although perfect stillness 
reigns along the nets, while the wildest noise and tumult pre. 
vai's everywhere else, particularly on such occasions when 
some animal shows itself and tries to break through, still the 
animals seem to know by instinct where the real danger 
threatens, and seldom come near the line of the nets until the 
last moment. The hunters occupying the posts of honor on 
the line have in the meantime made every preparation, In the 
time of the muzzle-loaders each man was provided with two or 
or three firearms and the same number of assistants to reload 
his guns, and to kill with spears such beasts as might fasten in 
the nets. As the day wears on, and the enclosed space every 
moment becomes smaller, the excitement increases. The 
beasts now frequently show themselves, but the drivers are so 


close together that escape is next to impossible. The foresters, . 


on horseback ride up and down the lines encouraging the 
people and correcti:.g any mistakes that may occur. Nowa 
she bear with her cubs makes a dash on the drivers, but is re- 
pelled, then a packeof wolves tries to break through, but is 
driven back ; a family of lynxes takes to the trees, but is shot 
down from their supposed place of safety ; foxes are seen every 
moment flitting through the bushes. Everything as yet is 
quiet at the nets. But now is heard the crack of a rifle in that 
direction, then another and another, then a perfect fusilade. 
The beasts at last throw themselves on the nets and are killed 
_without delay. A halt of the drivers is now ordered, lest some 
accident may happen, for they are now nearly within range 
of the riflemen. After the firing has ceased a squad of the 
best hunters is selected to examine carefully the ground inside 
the circle, and to dispatch whatever beasts may yet have re- 
fused to show themselves at the nets. All the game is then 
gathered, and sold at public sale for the benefit of the ‘‘scalp- 
fund” of the province. 
Such a grand hunt is, in Sweden, called “‘Skall-gang.”

Leaving New York, via 23d st. ferry, at 8:45 a. M, after & 
| comfortable ride in the Erie Railway drawing room car, we 
reached Lackawaxen at 1 o’clock, connecting there with the 
Hornsdale Branch train for Hawley, where we arrived at 2 
p. M., after a charming ride up the romantic valley of the 
Lackawaxen River, passing Millville Station, where the far- 
famed Blooming Grove trout stream enters the Lackawaxen. 
A fine team of blacks easy, open wagon and pleasant weather 
make the ride through the woods to the club house delightful. 
At the club house Matt is waiting our arrival, and dinner is 
soon announced. From Hawley to the Park it is ten miles, 
partly on a fine turnpike. On the way the road skirts the 
edge of Jones’ Pond, famed for large black bass. They were 
placed there about six years ago at the same time that Lake 
Giles, at Blooming Grove, was stocked. Messrs. Atkinson 
and Jones have neat fishing lodges on the margin of this fine 
sheet of water (Jones’ Pond). We found Ned Quick, the vet- 
eran bear hunter, engaged in the peaceful occupation o 
plowing as we passed his modest home, but he says he will 
be on hand early on Monday for a trouting excursion. 

Sunday.—Warm and sunny, with fleecy clouds; just the 
day for a walk-over to the breeding parks. The veteran game- 
keeper, John Courtright, has quite a model farm there, and 
while*the ladies and children are resting, we inspect the deer 
and elk parks. The buck elk has horns in the velvet a foot 
long, having dropped a fine pair of antlersin March. These 
animals have begun to shed their light colored winter coats, and 
will soon have smooth glossy skins. They are quite tame, and 
eat and laurels from the ladies’ hands. They have a hab- 
it of contracting the upper lip, grating the teeth and whistling, 
the only evidence of displeasure they show. More ground has 
been cleared and will be put in turnips and grass this season to 
furnish winter food for deer and elk. 

Homeward hequgh the woods we hear the ruffed grouse 
drumming. The Park ‘abounds in wild flowers; thousands 





greet ing the eye everywhere with their delicate beauty. Violets” 


paling from the deepest purple, and more delicate lavender, to 
snowy white. Snowdrops in the greatest profusion ; the 
ground nut with its starry white blossoms, aitinns of _peri-

May 14—15,—After an early breakfast, ladies, children, 
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rods, creels, lunch yp and wading boots are stored in an 
open wagon drawn by mules, with ribbons in their ear caps, 
and we are off for the Shobola River. A three-mile drive 
brings us to Hatton’s Bridge. Leaving the ladies and children 
and an escort, with their rods at the bridge, where a deep pool 
filled with trout gave them occupation, Ned and I followed a 
wood road down the Shobola a mile before’we commenced 
fishing. A few castsin still water were unsuccessful, but 
further on we reached the rapids, where fish were plenty and 
hungry. They were in swift water and in eddies. Wherever 
a trout could lie there he was, ready for fly, worm or grub, 
Wading the brook about two miles on, we reached the 
“Farms,” now a deserted clearing, with heavy baskets, count- 
ing 47 fine fish—few of them weighing less than one-quarter 
of a pound. Below the ‘‘Farms’” there is another mile of 

fishing, until the stream spreads out into large still-water 

nds, where the trout collect in winter. 

It has been my experience that amateur fishermen cannot 
land as many fish in the same time and waters as the back- 
woodsman, and whether the amateur whips the stream first or 
last, the native has the largest basket. I must admit that Ned 
took two fish to my one, although in the matter of tackle I 
was provided with a light rod and reel and braided green silk 
line, while he was equipped with an ash pole, and about 
twelve feet of black horse-hair line made by himself. It was 
hardly a satisfactory explanation that he gave that it must be 
all in the ‘‘color of the line.” With well-filled creels, after- 
noon saw us on our homeward march. We found our party 
at the bridge, anxious to compare notes, for they had caught 
some trout, and are ready forhome. And having addeda basket 
of fresh eggs, a live sucking grunter to our stores we are soon 
jogging along behind the patient mules, reaching the club 
house before sunset, where an ample meal is discussed with 
that relish and zest that only open-air sports can give. 

On the following day, only one of the party was in the mood 
for fishing.. Ned was ay and impatient to be off for the 
Blooming Grove stream. There was rowing on the lake for 
ladies and occupation in the house. 

There are about seven miles of good fishing on the Blooming 
Grove, from Millville, where the. stream enters the Lackawax- 
en up to the falls at Waddell’s. A rough path strikes the 
stream above the falls about two miles from the Park, where 
one can wade across and fish down the opposite bank; the 
other side is rocky and precipitous. After several miles of 
quiet winding through Westbrook’s meadows the stream 
makes a bold plunge,ot about 30 feet over a projecting ledge, 
falling into one of the best pools on the stream. Ned was 
anxious to get down and try the pool underthe falls before the 
water was raised by the flow from Kleinham’s tannery, while I 
cautiously dropped a fly from above into the foaming pool be- 
low. At the second cast, well over towards the opposite 
shore, a greedy fellow rose and was landed by care- 
ful management and some hand-over-hand work at the top of 
the falls. Then descending over rocks and fallen timber we 
fished the deep pools, taking eight good sized fish in going 
about one mile. Having secured trout enough with those be- 
fore captured, and with due regard to future sport for other 
members, we reeled up and retraced our way by a good road 
to the old clearing at the Falls, where we ate our “‘pieces,” and 
after a short nooning took the path home. This stream has 
furnished many full baskets this season to native and visiting 
fishermen. It will long be a never failing source of pleasure 
for trout fishing. There is a dam of about twelve feet high at 
Millville, and two high falls in the seven miles, so that what fish 
are in the stream must have grown in its pools without run- 
ning up from the Lackawaxen. A few fish, weighing from 
one-half to’ one pound, are ample reward for the reasonable 
trout fisherman, and with ordinary protection this fine stream 
will afford good sport for many years. With some care, a good 
basket of fish may be taken to the city after a few days’ fish- 
ing, and are a welcome treat to friendsat home, but, as a rule, 
the city sportsman should capture only enough for present use, 
and be satiffied with sport for sport’s sake.

Sish Culture. 

Protection oF Fish Coxturists.—Both Houses of the 
Legislature of Michigan have passed a law whose object is to 
protect persons engaged in fish culture, and it is to be hoped 
it may receive the Governor’s signature. We append a copy 
of its provisions. It is entitled ‘*A bill to encourage the 
propagation of fish in the State of Michigan :” 

Section 1. The People of the State of Michigan enact, That 
it shall*be unlawful for any person or persons to kill or take 
speckled trout or other fish from any private lake, pond or 
stream, used for the propagation of such fish (except by the 
consent of the proprietor of such lake, pond or stream). 

Seo. 2. Any person or persons violating Section 1 of this 
act shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon con- 
vietion shall pay a fine of not less than ten dollars, and not 
exceeding one hundred dollars for each offense, and shall, on 
conviztion thereof, stand committed to the county jail until 
such penalty is paid, provided that such imprisonment shall 
not exceed three months. 

Sxo. 3. A’ prosecution may be brought in the’name of the 
People of the State of Michigan, against any person or per- 
sons violating the provisiors of this act, before any justice of 
the peace of the county in which such violation is alleged to 
have taken place, or before any court of competent jurisdic- 
tion ; and it is made the duty of ail prosecuting attorneys in 
this State to see that the provisions of this act are enforced in 
their respective counties, and they shall prosecute all offend- 
ers on receiving information of the violations of this act. 

Src. 4. It shall be the duty of the proprietor of any such 
private lake, pond or stream, who is engaged in the propaga- 
tion of fish as contemplated by this act, to post or cause to be 
posted, in a conspicuous manner at places not more than 
twenty rods apart, commencing on either side of such private 
lake, pond or stream where it enters the premises of the 
owner sought to be’ protected and extending along or near 
either bank to the place where such waters leave such premi- 
ses, public notices painted on boards in larze plain letters 
that the owner, naming him, is engaged in such business, and 


all persons are prohibited from killing, taking or catching any 
fish in the waters within the limits of such notices. 


Every State in the Union should have a similar law, whose 
penalties should be rigorously enforced against the miscreants 
who net; poach and plunder the ponds and hatching houses 
of fish culturists.

Accwentat Portorion or A River i Conneoricut.— 
For a considerable time the fish in the Park River at Hart- 
ford were found floating dead upon the surface as if drugged. 
It has since been ascertained that the destruction was occa- 
sioned by the washing of a lot of electric battery jars, for- 
merly used on the New York, New Haven and Hartford Rail- 
road in connection with the electric signals. The batteries 
were removed some weeks ago from along the line of the 
road, and deposited in one of the company’s buildings in 
Hartford. The jars had all been emptied, but the washing of, 
them had not been attended to, and on Thursday a number 
of men were set at work cleaning them. Without knowing 
that they had contained dangerous fluid of any kind, the men 
took the whole lot, about 100 jars in all, to the river, and 
threw them into the water. Small quantities of vitriol re- 
mained in them, and on washing floated away on the surface 
of the water. ‘The stream being low, it was thoroughly im- 
pregnated with the vitriol, with fatal results to every fish that 
came in contact with it. Probably four or five hundred fish 
were killed. Many of them are still lying on the edges of the 
stream. The slaughter of the fish was purely accidental. 
Several years ago the fish were in a similar condition, and a 
number of people were made sick from eating the poisoned 


fish.

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GENUINE WHITE SHAD IN THE OHIO. 





Wasurneron, May 15, 1877. 
Eprror Forest AnD STREAM AND Rop anv Gun: 

I have now very great pleasure in informing you that I re- 
ceived to-day a fine specimen of a four-pound genuine: white 
shad, taken at Louisville, Ky., a few days before, and for- 
warded to me by Pack. Thomas, Kegs and Mr. Griffith, 
of the Kentucky Fish Commission—a direct result from the 
efforts made by the U. 8. Fish Commission, in accordance with 
a law of Congress, to stock the western rivers with shad. 

You will observe, by referring to the Report of the U. 8. 
Commission, that in June, 1872, Seth Green, by order of, and 
at. the expense of, the U. S. Commission, planted 30,000 
young shad in the Alleghany River at Salamanca, N. Y., and 
25,000 in the ‘Mississippi River near St. Paul; and that in 
July Rev. Mr. Clift, of Poquonnoc, Conn., also in behalf of 
the U. 8. Fish Commission, placed what he estimated at 200,-- 
000 young shad in the Alleghany at Salamanca, and a small 
number in the Cuyahoga, as well as a supply in the White 
River at Indianapolis, 2,000 being carried as far west as the 
Platte, at Denver. 

In the following year, 1873, about 160,000 shad were 
placed in Greenbrier.and New rivers, in West. Virginia, and 
about 55,000 in the Monongahela in Pennsylvania, and the 
Wabash in Indiana; and these may or may not have con- 
tributed toward the supply met with at Louisville. The lat- 
ter is possible, if the assumption of a four year period be 
correct. If five years be required, then we must look to the 
stock of about 260,000 in 1872, exclusively. 

In view of what is now believed to be an anxiom, that fish 
always return for the purpos: of spawning to the places 
whence they started as young fish, it is to the Salamanca and 
White River supply of 1872,and perhaps to that of tributaries 
of the Ohio, just mentioned, or between four and five hundred 
tliousand in number that we must look for the Louisville 
fish. According tothe reports of Messrs. Thomas & Grifliths, 
for some considerable time forty to fifty shad have been taken 
daily at Louisville by a drag seine, said not to-exceed thirty 
or forty yards long, and that, in the shoaler water of only 
three or four feet, while the regular steamboat channel is ten 
or twelve yards deep and two hundred and fifty yards wide. 

I do not overlook the fact that the Tailor shad, Pomoolbus 
mediocris, is a native of the waters of the Mississippi valley, 
as it is to those of the Atlantic coast; and have more than 
once been disappointed in the receipt of specimens from dif- 
ferent parts of the West, believed to be the genuine white 
shad, but which proved, on examination, to be nothing but 
the miserable Tailor; and when the announcement of the 
present transmission was made from Louisville, I bardly dared 
expect to see, as I did, the genuine Alosa sapidissima. 

it is extremely probable that this stock of shad may be de- 
tected higher up the river, and it is to be hoped that special 
inquiry will be made for them toward Salamanca and in the 
White River.

Permit me to say a word in your columns in reply to the ar- 
ticle on page 223 of Forest aND STREAM copied from the 
Hartford Zimes. 

In the first place, it is not true that the Fish Commissioners 
have introduced black bass into the Connecticut River. Their 
work was confined entirely to ponds in different sections of 
the State, as appears from their reports, made annually to the 
Legislature. How they got into the Connecticut, no one can 
tell. One thing is certain, the Commissioners did not place 
them there. 

In the second place, there is not a particle of evidence that 

the black bass has had any effect to diminish the shad this 
year, or any other year. It is sheer guess-work to charge 
them with any such results; the observations of the United 
States Fish Commissioners and the experiences of the Connec- 
ticut commissioners have led them to no such conclusions. In- 
deed, not a single reason assigned in the Times’ letter is prob- 
ably the true cause of the apparent scarcity of shad. We say 
‘‘apparent” because we have reason to believe that if the ¢ap- 
tured shad could be fairly counted this year, the number 
would be quite up to the average of the past seven years. The 
river fishermen have not caught as many perhaps as usual ; 
but the pounds have caught more. It is not generally known 
that during the past two or three sessions of the Connecticut 
Legislature, the owners of three pounds have made special ef- 
forts and incurred great expense to be ably represented in the 
House and in the Senate; and they have succeeded in get- 
ting the law so altered that they are now virtually without re- 
straint or regulation. Formerly they kept close time, and the 
shad had free access into and up the river from Saturday night 
until Monday morning. The season of fishing has also been pro- 
longed, and now the pound men have it all their own way; 
with pounds Jarger, more efficient and more numerous, and 
with continuous fishing, is it any wonder that river fishermen 
are drawing light drafts? Is it not a wonder that any fish es- 
cape to get into the river at all? The Fish Commissioners 
have struggled against this condition of things, and they have 
been seconded by intelligent men throughout the State, but the 
hard work and money of the pound men effected their object, 
and the result is beginning to appear. The river fishermen 
were fairly warned of this; but they did not believe it, and so 
failed to co-operate with the Commissioners. Nonation, even 
in the earliest times, ever allowed continuous fishing. Search 
the oldest law books, and you will find close time provided for 
under heavy penalties. And yet never in Connecticut has 
there been so little protection to the fish as to-day. The ulti- 
mate result can easily be foretold. The river fishermen suffer 
this year—the pound fishermen next year, and ultimately the 
spawners will be so scarce at Holyoke that artificial hatching 
will be abandoned, and the shad of the Connecticut be among 
the fish that were, This is no fancy picture; it will comie as 
sure as the season returns, and we tell the river fishermen if 
they will not look out for themselves, no One can look out for

In an instant, he 
seized. his boat-hook and succeeded in capturing the fish,

I wish to explain to your many readers my experience: in 


It has been the practice of a large portion of the States en- 
gaged in fish culture to locate their hatching establishments 
contiguous to some springs, using the water from the same 
for the purpose of hatching the different varieties of fresh 
water fish, and especially those above mentioned. You are 
probably aware of the fact that the temperature of spring 
water is usually from 44 to 48 degrees, Fahr.. The ova of the 
lake trout or whitefish placed or kept in water of that tem- 
perature would invariably hatch at from 80 to 100 days’ time, 
and, after the absorption of the sac, the young fish would be 


Now, Mr. Editor, let us suppose that the spawn of the laké 
trout or whitefish is taken in the early days of November, 
brought to the hatching house and placed in a Holton trough 
or box, the water turned on, at a temperature of 44 degrees, and 
that under such a temperature until the fish are hatched, say 
in 100 days, would we not have them on our hands as early 
as February? And if hatched in 80 days would we not have 
them to dispose of in the month of January? Would it then 
be practicable to plant them in the lakes still frozen over with 


Now I am satisfied with my experience in hatching lake fish, 
that in hatching them in 80, 90 or, even 100 days we make a 
very grave and serious mistake, and also that it is not in con- 
formity with nature, which, I contend, we must follow as 
closely as possible to insure a genuine success. The young 
fish, especially whitefish, feed for a time wholly upon the 
animalcule contained in the water, and, as it does not exist 
to any extent in water, while frozen over, I have but little 
faith that young fish deposited at such a season of the. year 


I will give you my experience in hatching the two varieties 
spoken of in the natural water (namely, lake-water) during 
the season now drawing to a close, so that you will be able to 
judge of the truth of my remarks and the virtue of using lake 
water in hatching the different varieties of fish of our lakes, 


I was employed by the fish commissioners of the State. of 
Wisconsin as Superintendent of the State Hatching House. 
The rooms are located in the basement of the engine house, 
or, as it is called here, fhe Pumping Works of the City of 

ies the city with water from Lake 
also furnishes the water for the fish- 


The first lake trout eggs of the season were placed in the 
house on the 20th of October, and nearly every day from that 
date until the 10th of November eggs were each day placedin 
the house, ‘They are now all hatched out, the last of them 
hatching to-day. Now supposing those eggs that were hatched 
to-day were the ones taken on the 10th of November, that 
being the last day that trout eggs were placed in the house, we 
find that the period of incubation has been 182 days. There 
was also a large quantity of the ova of the whitefish placed in 
the house between the 1st and 25th of November, the incuba- 
tion period ranging from 140 to 165 days, and that it requires 
at least the same length of time to hatch the same species de- 
posited naturally by the parent fish in the lakes there can be 
no doubt. Therefore, we find by our experience in using 
water of the same temperature that the fish live, breed and 
prosper in, that it takes from 145 to 170 days to hatch the lake 
trout, and from 135 to 165 days forthe whitefish or there-

Now, what I claim is this, that lake waters are the only 
proper waters for hatching lake fish, and that a long period of 


healthy fish. Also, by hatching the ova in water at a low 
temperature, and the consequent duration of incubation, it 
brings out the young fish in the spring months, when the 
bright, warm days of April and May have removed the icy 
coat from the lakes and streams and the waters every day 
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twenty-five pounds. The head was similar in shape to the 
rim of a man’s hat, the body resembling the body of a codfish 
On the top of the head, about six inches from the snout, wer, 
two eyes as large asa cent, while just beyond were two smal 
horns, surrounded at the base by long hair.

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Tame Witp GxEsx.—More information on a subject which 
has interested many of the readers of the ForEst AND Srreay 
is given in the following clipping from the St. Louis Repu).

Dr. Lankford, who returned a day or two since from the 
southeastern part of the State, mentions the following curious 
fact in history. He gives the statement on the authority of Mr 
W. R. Smith, a leading farmer and miller living near Morley, 
in Scott county, Missouri. About a year ago Mr. Smith cap. 
tured two young wild geese, and raised them with his domes. 
tic goslings. ‘The wild ones became quite tame and took 
kindly to the changes of civilized life. They adapted their 
habits to the ordinary delights of the barnyard, and swam jp 
the pond with the tame geese, without showing a disposition 
to go on a wild goose chase. At iength, about the 4th of 
November, the weather began to change, and after being do. 
mesticated some eight months, the wild fellows, prompted by 
an instinct to seek a more sunny clime on the approach of 
winter, spread their wings to the breeze and started on a ni. 
gratory tour, flying southward. Their departure was natural 
and to be expected. After an absence of two months, early 
in January, great was Mr. Smith’s surprise te find, on getting 
up one morning, that the two wild geese had returned to 
their old haunts on his farm. They not only returned, but 
eleven wild geese came with them as visitors, whom they pi- 
loted safely from some southern bayou. The newcomers inade 
themselves at home, and were fed and fondled by the child- 
ren. They come to the mill at feeding time to get their ra. 
tions, and gabble all together, and put on all the airs of civi. 
lized geese who have had a good moral training.

A Fisn tHat Rears rvs Younea iN THE Movurn.—The 
Chromis paterfamilias has the gills disposed in simple laminz ; 
it is unprovided with any special apparatus for retaining the 
eggs or the young ones, and yet it brings up about two hun- 
dred young in the mouth and gills. It is always the male 
that performs these functions of incubation. After the female 
has deposited the eggs in a depression of the sand or between 
the tufts of the reeds, the male approaches and takeg them by 
inhalation into the cavity of the mouth. From there, some 
movement, the mechanism of which we have not been able to 
observe, sends them between the leaflets of the gills. The 
pressure exerted on the eggs by the, branchial laminz suffices 
to keep them in place. There, in midst of the organs of res. 
piration, the eggs undergo all their metamorphoses. ‘ihe 
young ones grow rapidly, and soon appear much inconveni- 
enced in their narrow prison. ‘They leave it—not by the 
gills, but through the opening by which the branchial cavity 
communicates with the mouth. Here they remain in great 
number, pressed against one another like the seed in a pome- 
granate. The animal’s mouth becomeg so distended by the 
presence of this numerous progeny that actually the jaws can- 
not meet. The checks are swollen, and the animal presents 
the strangest aspect. Some of the young, arrived at the per- 
fect state, continue to live in the gills. All have the head 
directed toward the buccal opening of the tather, the protect- 
ing cavity of which-we have not seen them leave even for a 
moment. Though so numerous, they hold their ground very 
firmly, but how they do so we have not discovered. Neither 
can we understand how the nursing father avoids swallowing 
his progeny ; we are also ignorant at what period of their life 
the young ones leave the paternal mouth to live independ- 
ently.—Popular Science Monthly.

THE RUBY-THROATED HUMMING 
BIRD. 


(Trochilus colubris.) 


PHILADELPHIA, April, 1877. 
EDITOR FOREST AND STREAM: 

This sprightly little bird is one of the smallest species of the feathered 
tribe, and is a summer inhabitant of New England. It arrives here 
about the tenth of May, and it seems to me that they come on in pairs, 
as I have often watched them darting and caressing each other about 
the second week in May, as I rambled through the fields and woods col- 
lecting specimens for my cabinet. As soon as they visit our gardens 
they commence building. The nest is composed of a down taken from 
stems of ferns, and is covered entirely with lichens which are glued on 
with the saliva of the tiny bird. The nest,resembles a knot on a tree, 
Its nest is about an inch and a half in diameter, and nearly the same in 
depth, and is lined with soft downy substances from flying seeds. The 
eggs are two in number, pure white and nearly elliptical in shape. 
Length of eggs about 45 inch, and breadth about .81 inch, They raise 
but one brood in the season, The food of the humming bird is almost 
entirely composed of insects, although when kept in confinement they 
will subsist on sweetened water for a few weeks.

NEW YORK HORTICULTURAL SO- 
CIETY’S SPRING EXHIBITION. 






HE spring exhibition of this flourishing society was held at 
Gilmore’s Garden, on Tuesday, Wednesday and Thursday 
of last week, and was one of which the society may justly feel 
proud. The interest taken in horticultural pursuits was well 
exemplified by the large attendance, especially during the eve- 
nings, when the garden fairly put on its summer aspect, and, 
with sweet music, beautiful flowers and gay promenaders, the 
scene was one in which there was a decided predominance of 
brilliant and pleasing things. In ‘some of the collections were 
many rare and beautiful plants, some of them exhibited for 
the first time, all clean and well grown, and reflecting great 
credit on the skill and perseverance of the exhibitors. 

In the competition for the premiums offered by the society, 
the principal prizes were carried off by Mr. Taplin, gardener 
to George Such, Esq., South Amboy, N. J. It is needless to 
say that Mr. Taplin’s plants were all grown and staged in per- 
fection, though the fine collection of Pitcher plants he exhib- 
ited last season were missing and often inquired for. He took 
first premiums for the best 10 Orchids in bloom, the best single 
specimen ditto., 6 stove and green house plants in bloom, 
single specimen do,, 10 variegated leaved plants, single speci- 
men do., 12 varieties of Ferns, single specimen do., single 
specimen Ixora, 10 Palms and Cycads, etc. The most notable 
plants in his collection were Allamanda schottii, Phormium 
tenax fol. var., Aralia crassifolia, and Elegautissima. A noble 
plant of Anthurium scherzerianum and another of Adiantum 
farleyense, 8 varieties of Cyprepediums, including the rare C. 
Stonei and C. Lowii, a number of Orchids, over 12 varieties of 
well grown Ferns, a number of finely grown Palms, and Arto- 
carpus cannoni, a reddish brown leaved variety of the bread 
fruit. tree—which took the first premium for the best new and 
rare plant, never before exhibited here. Mr. Isaac Buchanan, 
Astoria, L. I., showed a nice group of well grown plants, and 
was awarded the first honors for the best single specimen Or- 
chid, in bloom (a fine plant of Vanda tricolor), the best.3 Or- 
chids do., and for 12 Agaves. He also took the second pre- 
mium for a new and rare plant, with a curious little herbaceous 
plant from Brazil named Penguicula orchioides. The premium 
for a group of stove and green-house plants was awarded to 
Charles Zeller, Flatbush, for a small but well grown collection, 
while that for 6 Ericas, or Cape Heaths, and for the best single 
specimen of the same was taken by Edwin Symes, gagdener to 
Mrs. Mitchell, Tarrytown, with the best plants seen in New 
York for many years. The premiums offered for Zonal Pelar- 
goniums, double and single, Tricolor, and Show do., Verbenas 
Primulas, ete., brought out a number of competitors and well 
grown plants, in their several classes.

Nieut.—About one-half the dry weight of plants is carbon, 
and this is all obtarned from the carbon dioxide—or cabonic 
acid—of the air, which constitutes only .0004, or 1-2500 of its 
volume. It was once scientifically, and is still popularly be- 
lieved that plants, in respiration, reverse the process of ani- 
mals—that is, they inhale carbonic acid and exhale oxygen. 
It is quite true that vegetation as a resultant of its processes 
of life, does evolve oxygen and absorb carbon dioxide, but 
this is not in consequence of respiration. Plants, like ani— 
mals, inbale. oxygen and yield up to the air a nearly equal vol- 
ume of carbonic dioxide, this chemical decomposition is per— 
formed by all the growing cells and at all times alike. In ad- 
dition to this, the chlorophy! cells have the property, under 
the controlling power of sunlight, of absorbing carbon dioxide 
from the outside air, of decomposing it into its constituent 
elements; of appropriating the carbon for the building up of 
tissue, and of liberating, the now free oxygen. This is a pro- 
cess of assimilating rather than that of respiratiop. ‘The for- 
mation of carbon dioxide at the expense of the atmospheric 
oxygen, like our breathing, goes on continuously aud gently, 
while the reverse process to the feeling of animal 
life, though continuous and powerful under the influence of 
light, ceases inatanUy when that is withdrawn, During the 


of Rhododendrons and hardy, or Ghent, Azaleas in full bloom, 
the plants being taken from the open ground, :and the roots 
carefully matted up. Of the former, the plants were large 
and thrifty, the colors varying from the palest pink to the 
deepest crimson, while among the latter, every shade of this 
season's fashionable colors could be found, from red and 
crimson to bright yellow. 8. B. Parsons & Sons took the 
first premiums in all the classes as well as for the best collec- 
tion of Ornamental Evergreens. The same firm also were 
awarded special premiums for a collectionof hardy variegated 
shrubs and trees, another of new and rare Conifers, and for a 
fine collection of Japanese Maples, many of them with beau- 
tifully colored leaves, others more like the Oak, Tulip tree, 
or Linden, than veritable Acers. These Maples, being decid- 
uous and therefore perfectly hardy, are destined to be a 
wonderful. addition to our list of hardy shrubs and trees. A 
special premium was also deservedly awarded to William 
Bennett, Flatbush, for an extraordinarily fine group of 
store and green-house plants, This exhibit filled one of the 
large tables near the fountain, and as usual, were finely grown 
and well staged. The most deserving of notice were fine 
plants of Dracaena Amabilis, Splendens, and Hendersoni, 
Maranta, Makoyana, Regalis and: Roseapecta Croton Irregu- 
lare, Weismanni and Undulatum, Dieffenbachia Bausie, Pan- 
danus Veitchii, Ananassa Sativa Variegate, Areca Lutescens and 
Rubra, Cocos, Weddeliana, Thrynax Argentea, and many oth- 
ers. He was closely followed, however, by John Bush, Tre- 
mont, whe, though. he has only lately started growing plauts, 
shows his love for their culture in the masterly way he man- 
ages them ; some of his Dracaenas being marvels of horticul- 
tural skill. His collection, though not so large as the forego- 
ing, contained: pretty much the same assortment, and. was de- 
servedly awarded. a special ‘premium. Like awards were 


new drooping Phegopteris, from the Sandwich Islands; to Jas. 
Riddle, gardener; to Wm. Elisha Brooks, Inwood, N. Y., 
for a large vase made up of thousands of growing plants, very 
artistically designed and. neatly executed, a lovely group of 
Caladiums, another of Palms and’foliaged plants, and one of

Why this distinction in 
sex should be made, we areata loss to imagine. Probably the 
city fathers have some remarkable ideas on the subject of 
heredity, and are bound to exterminate the race. In Connecti- 
cut matters are even worse, and our correspondent Von G. 
writes us from West Meriden as follows: 

The excitement here is intense in regard to dogs, and the 
police and constables are ordered to shoot every unmuzzled 
dog found running at large. ’ 

Of course it is perfectly right that people should be protected 
against mad dogs, and that the owners of dogs should be com- 
pelled, by heavy penalties, to take care of their pets; but it 
seems as though the authorities might invent (we are a very 
inventive people) some thing or means by which the poor 
brutes might be killed without any unnecessary torture. 

I read in a paper the other day how they do it in atown near 
by. In the rear of the lock-up the dogs are gathered, and a 
clumsy fellow, who probably never handled a revolver before 
in his life, fires, or rather practices, on the poor animals until 
they are dead—cutting off a toe in one instance, and often in- 
flicting painful wounds before hitting a vital part. 

What a field fora Bergh! It may be necessary, and per- 
haps it is soothing to'the nerves of timid and sensitive people 
to see man’s ‘‘ faithful friend” slaughtered in the streets; but 
it was, nevertheless, a painful sight to see a Jarge, noble look- 
ing Newfoundland dog staggering down a street in Hartford 
the other day, the blood flowing from his mouth, caused by a 





day, the assimilative process by which carbon is absorbed and 
oxygen obliterated is so powerful as to mask completely the 
gentler process of breathing, but at night, when assimilation 
ceases, respiration may be easily detected. For this reason, 
plants by day purify, and by night-vitiate the air. A number 
of experiments made by the French scientist, Bousingault, 
prove that as a final result of vegetation, far more oxygen is 
liberated than consumed.—[Mrs. S. B. Herrick, in Scribner's 
Monthly for February.

Wate Ou. a Cure ror Scate.—Here is an item of great 
interest to many. Espeeially our Floridian and Californian 
friends, who find the Scale insect’ such a pest. 

Many yearsago I had under my charge, among others, a very 
large Ribston pippin apple tree on a_ wall facing the south, 
which somehow or other got so affected with scale that it ceas- 
ed bearing fruit, and afterwards almost gave up producing foli- 
age. At this time I was visited by an old gardener, who ad- 
vised meé to paint the tree all over with whale oil. I thought 
at the time the cure an extreme one; however, I had it painted 
about the middle of December, and waited patiently for 
the result, when, to my astonishment, by.the following autumn 
the tree had much more healthy foliage than it had borne for 
several years previously. ‘The second season the tree was cov- 
ered with fine healthy foliage, and made shoots from 6 to 9 in- 
ches long, and there was not a trace of seale to be seen, and 
the tree afterwards continued to bear fine crops.of fruit. Two 
years ago we received into our nursery 400 standard apple 
trees from the South of England, which were literally covered 
with scale. On discovering this I had them planted in a quarter’ 
by themselves, and every one of them painted all over with 
the oil, as above, and I must confess they were a shining lot. 
However, this process cleared them wholly of scale, and the 
second season after the above dressing a healthier set of trees 
could hardly be found. Some months ago I received from a 

entleman in this neighbourhood a few camellias of a pretty 

rge size, but not in very good health, and tomy surprise I 
found them very much affected with scale. I confessI had 






























my doubts about applying sucha remedy tosuch plants, but 
at length I made up my mind to either kill or cure them, and 
I set a young man to paint the stems and branches all over, 
but he went further than I bad bargained for, as he painted the 
foliage also, and I must say they have had rather a sombre look 
all winter. I had them placed im a gentle heat for about four 
weeks, and I find they are beginning to push out young wood 
as freely as the others, which gives me hopes that I have clear- 
ed them of the scale without killing the plants. Should any 
one be tempted to try the above remedy, care must be taken 
that it is not any kind of mineral oil that is used.—John Dow- 
nie, in Gardener's Chronicle, London.

Panama Hats.—Carludovica palmata, the young, unex- 
panded leaves of which are so largely used at Moyobamba and 
Guayaquil in the manufacture of Pucena hats, is called a 
palm, but it is more properly a screw pine. It has no stem; 
the leaves are long and on slender petioles, springing from 
the ground. They are about two feet long, fan-shaped and 
. four-parted, each segment being again ten-cleft ; so that when 
folded in venation, each segment on its own rib, there are 
eighty layers in a young leaf. It occurs only on the slopes of 
the Andes.

PNEUMONIA IN PUPPIES. 





VALPARAISO, Ind, May 20, 1877, 
EDITOR FOREST AND STREAM: 

There are so many sportsmen who are ignorant concerning the dis 
eases of dogs, that I am prone-to give you my experience of last week. 

I had a beautiful litter of pups out of my Bismark—Lavarack bitch- 
by Burges’ Rob Roy. They had done so well and were doing so wel 
I dreamed of no danger, About two weeks ago we had a Sudden change 
of temperature, peculiar to the lake regions. Next morning found the 
pups shivering with cold. I removed them toa warm place, and that 
day discovered in the stools the presence of worms, T also noticed that 
the pups were dumpish and gave evidence of pain, lack of appetite, etc, 
I concluded of course that I knew the difficulty, and administered to 
those who appeared worse 17g grains of santonin, repeating the dose 
in 3 hours. Four hours afterward I followed it with a tablespoonful of 
castor oil. Both pups died in a few hours, apparently in great pain, as 
they moaned and were very uneasy. No evidence of distemper; nose 
hot; pulse quick and irregular; no stool after the oil was given them, 
Two more were down, and I thought I would try “areca nut.” I gave 
half the powder prepared by “Stedman,” which I had recently received 
from “ Holberton,” repeating the dose as directed, and following, as 
directed, with castor oil. Result—pups died that day. Symptoms same 
as the others, At the urgent request of my family physician we hada 
post mortem, Of the result I cannotgive you medical names or terms 
but will try and tell the result, so that any sportsman can examine aul 
tell something of the cause of death in his “ kennel.” 

The intestines were perfectly healthy ; no signs of inflammation, which 
would be noticed very quickly by the difference in color ; worms wet: 
found—quite a quantity—but they did not cause the death. ‘The left 
lung was healthy, but the right lung was like a piece of liver, “Here,” 
said the doctor, “is the trouble—your pups have all died of ‘ pnen- 
monia,’” . 

Now, during the time they were sick, I was visited by all the ownersof 
sporting dogs in our city (for the pups were much admired). The get- 
eral impression was that they died of worms, until the examination 
was made. Atl had passedthem, To the remaining pup] gave 2grains 
of quinine, #times a day. She began to improve. I followed it up 
3 days, and now she is as well as could be desired. My advice is, when 
your pup or dog shows signs of ill health, instead of dosing and vomit- 
ing with oil and salt, give a 2 or 4 grain quinine pill, follow it up at reg- 
ular intervals, and I am sure you will meet with best of results. 

My attention was called a moment ago to “ Blanche,” the mother of 
these pups. She was in fay yard stiff as a stick, pointing something. 
I watched her a long time, She never wavered. I slipped a shell into 
my gun, and, stepping out to where she was, discovered a large rt, 
which I shot. W. H. HoLaBikb. 


As worms are so almost invariably to be found in puppies, 
and, except in rare cases, without injury to the dogs health, %8 
far as immediate danger is concerned, it would have been bet 
ter to have ignored them for the time being and treated the 
puppies for cold caused by the sudden change of temperi-

As is usual there was a certain amount of grumbling among 
the exhibitors and those interested in competing dogs, and 
there were a few awards made upon such apparently inexpli- 
cable grounds as to give color to some of their complaints. 

Yet no charge of unfairness or favoritism could be made, 
the judges discharging their onerous and extremely difficult 
duties in a most commendable manner. If there be cause for 
gore heads, 1 feel that I might be included in that class, for I 
had eight dogs on exhibition, with entries in both special and 
regular Classes, yet not one of them was awarded a prize; and 
why should not I, as well as any one else, believe that my own 
dogs are superior to any others ? I will, however, acknow- 
ledge that there were finer dogs on exhibition, although no one 
yould expect me to think that any in the same class with my 
own were finer or more worthy of winning a prize. _ 

[think that nearly all of the awards were very just ones, 
although in some instances differing from the judges in opinion 
on points of which I feel competent to speak, I think it ne 
cause for launching forth in condemnation, nor for making in- 
ridious remarks which are likely to be unjust, but ascribe 
sich variances to errors of judgment, either of the judges or 
myself. In the larger classes of sporting dogs particularly 
were the duties of the judges most difficult, as in a class of 
fifty-five dogs there would be many. deserving ones. I ought 
not complain that the one selected by the judges from all of 
these was not the most deserving, simply because not the one 
that best pleased me. Only the owners of sporting dogs and 
those who have seen them in the field know their real worth. 
Adog may show well on the bench and be comparatively 
worthless in the field, or a fine field dog be worthless for ex- 
ibition or breeding purposes.

An apropos reply 
tothe query, ‘* Do you call that a good dog?” asked in regard 
toone of the sporting dogs, was that “lt depends for what 
purpose you wish him, I should think he’d be a very good 
watch dog.” $ ti 

None of the few reesiewens nak bare ee 
compare very favorably with the fine | specim I 
vere exhibited at the Centennial Bench Show at Phila- 
delphia in September, 1876, on which occasion there -was 
a fine display of this class of dogs, especially of the 
Chesapeake Bay dogs and Irish water spaniels. There were 
quite a large number of cocker and field spaniels exhibited at 
the Hippodrome, but there was not one thoroughbred Clumber 
spaniel among them. Indeed this. latter breed seems now to 
be quite scarce ; the only ones I have,seen in America that 
come up to the standard were those owned.by the late Benj. 
Smith, Esq., of Nova Scotia. This accomplished gentleman 
and sportsman had a kennel of thoroughbred clumbers that 
were very well broken, and the writer has had the pleasure of 
shooting over them. Can any reader of FoREsT AND STREAM 
tell me what bas become of these dogs ?

‘They are superior to the cockers in 
srength cubemmmanasices tod their straight hair is better adapt- 
ed to wet dirty work. ‘There was an excellent exhibit of that 
recently imported breed, the dachshunds, but unless the dachs 
be also imported here they will prove to be of little use 
for shooting purpose, unless it be in hunting the festive wood- 
chuck, There were several fine couples of beagles and har- 
tiers, and these little fellows might afford ‘sport in winter in 
the Northern States, where hares are abundant, and at a time 
when there is no other game in season. There was a fine ex- 
hibit of fox terriers, a breed that is as yet but little known 
here, but seems to be rapidly coming into favor, although for

any sporting purposes they must be classed with the dach- 


shunds. or, 

Of the coach dogs, once a fashionable breed, there were but 
five entries. 

The class of Newfoundlands was poorly represented. One 
of them was entered as of the same stock as “the dog that 
was presented to the Prince of Wales;” but if that refers to the 
same dog that attracted so much attention whenever exercised 
ashore in charge of a mariner at the time of the visit of the 
Prince of Wales to the United States in 1861, the specimen ex- 
hibited is not a credit to his noble ancestor. 

There were a number of collies, or shepherd dogs, exhibited, 
and if the ‘‘Little Boy Blue” had kept one of this useful breed 
of dogs the sheep would have been minded while he was ‘‘un- 
der the haystack fast sleep.” Many persons have had cause to 
regret owning ‘‘sheepdogs,” but their dogs were of the mutton- 
making breed and not collies. There was a dog entered in the 
miscellaneous class as a ‘‘cross between a St. Bernard and Rus- 
sian setter.” . This provokes the question, what is a Russian 
setter? There isa well-known class of setters, of headstrong 
dispositions that will repeatedly rush in upon the game at the 
sound of the gun, if not before; wide ranging rabbit-clfasers 
that are almost uncontrollable,and these might be appropriately 
termed Rushing setters, but there is no recognized breed of set- 
ters peculiar to Russia. 

In noticing the dogs entered among the champions, those 


classes being of especial interest, [ would mention Snapshot, | 


the winner of first prize for champion pointer dogs. One 
might well ask why he was given the preference over Flake or 
Shot. Snapshot isa powerfully built dog, but throaty ; and 
was entered as lemon and white, but the color is that of a de- 
cayed lemon, being decidedly brownish. In the same class 
was a dog of quite a mastiff like appearance. In the class for 
imported English setter puppies, the prize was won by Safe, a 
beautiful white and lemon dog, with dark eyes, pink and black 
lips and nose, and fine form and coat. Rose, an own sister to 
Safe, won the prize in the same class for bitches, but she was 
white and black ticked. They were entered as ten months 
old, but are very mature in form. 

In the native English setter class, the curly-haired orange 
and white dog [ark, won first prize. In this class there was 
a large setter of a rare color, it being an iron gray. I allude 
to Blue Dash, of the Edina Kennel, entered as *‘ blue black 
roan.” ‘There were several fine red dogs in this class, their 
brilliant color being much more beautiful than the very deep 
Irsh red. The bitch Kate, winner of first prize for native Irish 
bivches, is of a similar shade of red, and a beautiful color it is. 
One might think the bitch Belle, in the latter class, to be the 
result of a cross with an owl, from the length and profusion of 
hair on her feet. 

In the native or imported Gordon setter class, the black 
white and tan dog Sancho was awarded first prize. This 
award was protested on the alleged ground of his not being a 
Gordon setter. Sancho is a snubnosed dog, with a pinched or 
docked tail. In the ‘class for native black, white and tan 
bitches Nellie, of the Harrison Kennel, was awarded the prize. 
Nellie is a black bitch, with rather curly hair and spaniel-like 
form, the little tan color upon her being very dull. She was 
out of Rentz’s Nellie by Rodman’s Dash, the sire of so many 
red and white setters. This award was, however, won without 
competition. Docked tails were considered no detriment, and. 
there were a great number of pinched tails—even among the 
champions. 

There is room for improvement in classification. As the 
avowed object of bench shows is not only the improvement of 
breeds, but also the important one of instruction for the public 
in respect to the animals exhibited, the respective classes for 
well-known breeds should be exclusively for pure-bred ani- 
mals. Until this isdone,the uninitiated beholder is likely to form 
some erroneous opinions. Some of the finest dogs are cross-bred, 
and for them there should be suitable classes, but they should 
not be admitted as representatives of a class of which they 
have but one half, or, perhaps a quarter blood. The progeny 
of a pure-bred Gordon setter dam and a pure-bred Irish sire 
should not be exhibited in the same class with either parent, 
however great the resemblance might be. I would here ask if 
tan is a color recognized in England as belonging, in any de- 
gree, tothe pure English setters? It is a legitimate color 
among the ‘‘Blue Beltons,” and under the name of this modern 
variety, are entered setters of various crosses that have a good 
proportion of Gordon blood in their veins, whether the blood 
be ‘‘blue” or. ‘‘red,” In,the class for champion English setter 
bitches, the first winner, Dart, is white with black ears and 
black-and-tanticks. In the imported English setter, the first 
prize for dogs was won by Paris, white with black-and-tan 
ticks, while Nina, first of the bitches, is white, black-and-tan 
ticks, and the head marked with tan. The unprecedented suc- 
cess of the N. Y. Bench Show proved the increasing interest 
in sporting dogs, not only with sportsmen, but also the pub- 
lic generally. As a class, there are no dogs of greater intel- 
ligence, or more amiable disposition than the setters and point- 
ers, and therefore are they desirable as pets. Much credit is 
due the committee for the vigilance exercised in preventing 
thefts of dogs, there having been an organized gang of dog 
thieves, who endeavored by various methods to carry off liv- 
ing plunder, but were thwarted. _ Amicus CANruM.

THESETTERS AND POINTERS OF THE 
SPRING FIELD TRIAL SEASON IN 
ENGLAND. 


[BY A CORRESPONDENT. | 
}? is difficult to obtain a season of any length in England 
for the purpose of field trials, as the crops are not forward 
enough to afford sufficient cover until the seeond week in 
April, and the birds are nesting in the first week in May. 
These three meetings could be held every spring, and just for 
one year, 1874, such a series of meetings occupied the atten- 
tion of English sportsmen, namely, the Devon and Cornwall, 


the National trials at Shrewsbury and the Kennel Club trials.. 





The first of these owed its origin to a member of the kennel 
club, and of course he was supported by his fellow members ; 
but private family affairs obliging Mr. Chappel Hodge, the 
member in question, to abandon the honorable secretaryship of 
the Devon and Cornwall trials, and no one coming forward to 
take them up, they fell though ere another season came round, 
and for the last two years there has only been the meeting at 
Shrewsbury and the Kennel Clubreunion at Horseleaft. There 
| will be a considerable influx next year, as the Devon trials are 
to be revived, and autumn trials will again become regular 
| fixtures, to commence this year in connection with the Shrews- 
; bury Society ; and there is every likelihood that the Kennel 
Club will hold a meeting next October in the neighborhood of 
! Swansea. Field trials are therefore on the rise in England, 
and considering the demand there is for good dogs for the 
moors there is every reason why they should increase in im- 
portance, as it is now generally acknowledged that the only 
good dogs to be found are those bred specially for field trials. 
The shows have done much to spoil pointers and setters in 
many particulars, as really good stud dogs have never been 
broken, but kept merely to look at, and it is well known that 
if dogs are not used to the work which is especially associated 
with their kind and instinct they will lose the latter qualifica— 


tion in a generation or two. Hence it is that we hear of so many - 


disappointments—as regards the Laverack setters for instance. 
The pure breed has been in a few hands, and consequently the 
price for whelps has been very high. Like most high-bred an- 
imals, also, they are difficult to rear, and the possessor of one 
that has come to maturity has so prized his acquisition that he 
has not dared to let him go intoa breaker’s hands—or hardly 
into a field, for fear of some accident, and the result has been 
a show dog with no more idea of hunting than a tame monkey. 
Bitches reared in the same sort of way are mated to him and 
then it is wondered at that the puppies cannot be broken to be 
any use in the field. They are kept in turn, however, for the 
shows, or exported to America as pure Laverack. Very dif- 
ferent was the old breeder, Mr. Laverack, to those who have 
endeavored to copy him as the exponents of his breed. He 
only kept a few, and these were thoroughly broken for his own 
shooting, the old gentleman being only too anxious that any 
one who came to see his kennel should try his dogs, and he 
was never tired of descanting on the peculiar field merits of 
‘Blue Dash,” ‘‘Blue Prince,” ‘‘Pride of the Border,” ‘Fairy’’ 
or “Cora,” and I know from personal observation that he did 
not exaggerate their worth in the slightest degree. It was 
therefore, always safe to breed from his stud dogs, and it is very 
easy to perceive their success in comparison with other so- 
called Laveracks. Old Blue Dash got no fewer than ten field 
trial winners, and Blue Prince is the sire of the day as regards 
winning stock. Pointers were somewhat in advance of set- 
ters, thanks to Mr. Whitehouse and Mr. Samuel Price. They 
possessed the strain which obtained the greatest success on the 
show bench, and they never feared to let the best specimen 
their kennels produced go through the full ordeal of breaking 
for field trials and for ordinary use to the gun. We find there. 
fore, that Mr. S. Price’s Bang has won ten prizes oh the 
bench without a single defeat, and likewise ten field trials out 
of fifteen stakes for which he has started, and Mr. White. 
house’s Hamlet won three field trials and twice as many 
champion prizes on the bench. This is just as it should be 
and there is nothing the least surprising to find the best point. 
ers of the Cay are descendants of Bang or Hamlet. Setter 
breeders have been coming round to the above idea also dur- 
ing the past three or four years, and the consequence is that 
the most marked improvement has been visible in the setter 
ranks, more particularly in the Spring Field Trials of the pre- 
sent season. Such a lot as appeared at Shrewsbury, the oldest 
sportsmen declared have never been seen together before at 
one time, and when pedigrees were examined it was seen that 
breeders had evidently made a close study of field trial form 
and show performances so as to get happy combinations. Mr 
George Brewis soared over every’ one with his magnificent 
Dash II., for whom he gave 180 guineas at Aldridge’s last year 
and the credit of breeding this dog is due to John and Edward 
Armstrong. These brothers owned the first field trial celeb. 
rity, namely, Duke, a black and white dog by Sir Frederick 
Graham’s Duke, out of .Sir Vincent Corbet’s slut. They sold 
this dog to Mr. Barclay Field, and after being a champion at 
Shrewsbury, he was mated to Mr. Statter’s Pheebe, the produce 
being the extraordinary number of nineteen Puppies, ten of 
which were kept on the bitch, and they were sold by Mr Stat- 
ter for 1,000 guineas. The armstrongs, unknown to eve 
one, however, kept a sister to Duke, a bitch called Kate and 
they sent her to Mr. Laverack’s old Blue Dash, there bein 
only one puppy from the latter, namely, Kate IT., who in 
turn, was sent to Blue Prince, and the produce was Mr '@ 
Brewis’ Dash IT., and Daisy. Naturally after getting such a 
brace, the Armstrongs sent Kate to Blue Prince again, and 
the result was Dash III. the best looking puppy at Shrews- 
bury, but only half broken. This is merely the raw material 
however, he was good enough to catch the eye of Mr. Gun. 
nington, an old sportsman and grod judge of a setter, and 
commencing with £50, he kept adding on £10 until £100 was 
reached, whilst John Armstrong was uncoupling Dash for his 
first trial, but still the answer was, ‘No, Sir, I cannot take 
it.” In breeding between the Armstrongs, Duke sort. and 
the Laveracks, it was a case of combining size and quality, for 
Duke was a very big dog ; so is his son, Mr. Llewellin’s Dan 
certainly the largest setter in England, and so Dash II., and 
Dash IIL, being twice the size of their sire, Blue Printe ia 
easily accounted for. The Laveracks, on the contrary, though 
small, are full of quality, and there never was a happier com- 
bination than that which is seen in Dash II. Next to the 
Armstrongs, I think the Bishops have been most successful 
They owned, some six years ago, a setter also called Duke. 
but got by Don out of Bess, by Sir H. ao Don, out of 
Bishop’s Nell, by Sir Richard Garth’s old champion Major. 
This dog Duke they crossed with a bitch called a Gor- 
don by Kent, and the produce was Judith, a winner of several] 
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field trials, and chosen by the Bishops to cross with the Laver- 
&tks, their chosen sire being Jock, by -old Blue ,Dash, and to 
him Judith produced two puppies—Brackley and Belfast, both 
extraordinarily good ones in the field; the latter getting second 
in the field trial Derby. . This season, J. Bishop brought out 
two beautiful puppies, by Brackley in Bonny'Gal, a Brave 
Boy, and as soon as Mr. Barclay Field saw the performance in 
the setter puppy stake at Shrewsbury, he gave £100 for them 
specially for his own shooting in Scotland, so they must be 
something out of the common. Mr. Llewellin’s.Norna isa 
beautiful bitch, bigger than her Laverack dam Nellie, but 
with the same quality and style of going. Dangeris a small 
bitch of no great pretentions to look at, and she'strains to the 
Ranger sort, being a grand daughter of the champions out of 
a bitch by Major.

Mr. Daintry Hollins has the best stud 
of Laveracks in England. The Rev. J. C. Macdona with his 
Ranger and Laverack bitches, Mr..T. Pilkington, the breeder 
of Jock and Rock, and the Bishops and the Armstrongs, as 
above stated. There are others, also, such as Mr. Llewellin,

THE INTERNATIONAL TEAM SELEC- 
TION. 
T may fairly be assumed at this time, before the arrival of 
complete mail explanations, that the United Kingdom 
team will be such in nature as well asin name. In private 
correspondence preceding the receipt of the cablegram the set- 
tlement of a basis of operations by which the Scotch, English 
and Irish small-bore men were to unite their forces in one 
grand effort to overthrow the American experts, was fore- 
shadowed, and upon the completion of the negotiations the dis- 
patch wis no doubt sent. The aim and object of this journey 
will be the triumphal carrying off of the Centennial trupby, and 
to checkmate this move to treat their friends (the enemy) to a 
fair, square repulse by mere force of good marksmanship is now 
the task before the American long-range men. 

If everything goes on smoothly without hitch to either side 
it cannot be far froma nip and tuck match. The winners 
should be such merely ‘‘ by the skin of their teeth.” ‘The im- 
perial team will contain the cream of a dozen or more renowned 
ranges; men who have carried off honors before the butts for a 
score of years past. ‘Their drill as individuals has been per- 
fect, the competitions through which they have fought their 
way keen and exacting. Their arms are well tried, and for 
uniformity of work excell even our American made weapons. 
The strangers will come whetted to their work by the recollec_ 
tion of the uniform run of luck which the young shooters of 
America have thus far struck. Those defeats have been lessons, 
hard, sharp hints that the victors possessed methods or means 
which they did not. Team shooting to the British marksmen 
meant merely the working simultaneously of a number of indi- 
vidually expert shooters. To the Americansit meant the merg- 
ing of the individuals into the compact organization of the 
team. In place of relying upon chance-help from his fellows 
each member of an American team was one of a bundle of fagots 
resisting a common foreign fue. It was to this mutual helpful 
ness that the success of Dollymount is alone due. There never 
in the short history in international rifle shooting was a more 
perfect team movement than that shown by the visiting team 
upon that Irish sand-bar range. Our success next fall, if we 
are again to meet it, is to be gained by a strict adherence to 
the team idea. It is not enough that the best men be picked, 
but they must pull together, must shoot in a bunch, with no 
weak member lagging far behind, a dead weight on his fellows 
The foreign shooters have learned our secret of success, 
but to them, accustomed to single-handed efforts, the yoke of 
team drill and discipline will sit at best uneasily; but the house 
team must have everything reduced to clock-like certainty as 
respects method in the match. With the acknowledged gen- 


eral superiority of our rifles, handled as they are with heavy 
charges of carefully made up ammunition and with a scrupu- 


lous regard to cleanliness in use, with a perfect team system 
and with marksmen, individually not one whit less skillful 
than those to be brought against us, the victory is ours. 

But there is a world of work to be traversed first, and upon 
the first movements made will depend whether this path of 
labor be agreeable or otherwise. The team is to be a repre- 
sentative one, American, as we understand it, and not section- 
al. The N. Y. Amateur Club have not been challenged, nor 
have the National Rifle Association. The fixing upon Creed- 
moor as the place of conflict does not carry with it the entire 
control of the match by the local organization governing and 
owning that range. Not only is the fighting team to be chosen 
from the best skill the country ean afford, but the entire man- 
agement of the match should be equally representative.. There 
is abundance of work to be done outside the actual team men, 
and this preparatory and secondary labor should be diffused as 
far as may be to this end, as time is not pressing. It would 
seem a wise initiatory step for the gentlemen to whom the in- 
timation of the visit has been sent to invite a meeting of rep- 
r ésentatives from the several clubs, or ranges, where long-range 


shooting is practiced, or from where help may be expected, and 
allow the body so convened to assume entire direction of the 


interests of America and American riflemenin this match. The 
meeting might be called at St. Louisor any other central point 
within ten days; invitations by letter or telegraph having pre- 
viously been sent out.

THE YALE EIGHT. 


In the summer of 1875, Cook, the Captain of the Yale crew, 
after much discouragement, and the encounter of difticulties 
before which a man with less determination and will power 
would have quailed, succeeded in bringing his ‘crew in 
No. 1 out of thirteen contestants. Not only this, but the 
Freshman crew, and the single sculler, both using his stroke, 
won their respective races with great case. The following 
year at Saratoga came the unfortunate foul between Yale and 
Harvard. Yale at the time thereof, was leading, pulling qui- 
etly at their long 32 to the minute stroke while all about her 
36, 38 and even 40 was being pulled. Well, the two boats 
came together, got smashed up, and in a few moments Harvard 
pulled away, leaving her rival crippled and helpless, while 
Columbia stole in and carried away the prize the two lions had 
been battling for. Harvard came in second, beaten by 8} secs, 
By the foul she lost 31 secs. In °75, Yale was badly beaten, 
outrowed by six out of twelve colleges. Poor quarters, 
poor food and lack of sleep had done their work upon the men, 
and the day of the race found them weak and out of condition, 
Then came the withdrawal, and in 1876 Yale beat Harvard by 
a clean furlong at Springfield. Then Harvard went to Saratoga 
and nearly beat Cornell, and would have done so too, the best 
judges say, had the course been a trifle longer. The world at- 
tributes their defeat to the poor stroke they used. Well, now 
the thing is going to be fairly tested. Both crews are pulling 
the same stroke. Both crews will use the same boat, made by 
Waters, of paper, and built from the same lines and measure- 
ments, and the men will be pretty evenly matched in physique. 
Now we are to sce which is the better boating college of the 
two, Yale or Harvard. The English stroke was last year so 
splendidly vindicated that no one can further cavil at it, par- 
ticularly as the Harvard men were as fine physically as were 
the Yale men. This year, then, is to see a tremendous con- 
test, a mecting of Greek and Greek. Two great universities, 
the one smarting under defeat, and the fact that she has not 
won a race for years, while her rival has won six (two univer- 
sity races, a freshman race and two siugle scull races), and the 
other jubiliant with satisfied pride, and determined to main- 
tain ber position at the head of American college boating (did 
not Philadelphia place her there ?), are bringing their every 
resource into the field to defeat each other. Such rowing will 
be done as will far surpass anything ever witnessed in Ameri- 
can waters. Yale men have been disposed this spring to be 
very confident over the result of the coming race and because 
their men are doing finely, bave been apt to look upon it-as 
already theirs. ‘A greater mistake could not be made. They 
should remember that with few exceptions Harvard has never 
been badly beaten. She always does well. Even last year she 
went, to Saratoga, and in a measure retrieved herself. A glance 
at the list of men making up her eight will show the excellent 
material, backed by real pluck, which she has in her boat. 
“Old” Bancroft, with his bull-dog tenacity of purpose, and 

tty, hard set face, is again stroke, and his presence alone 
is enough toensure Yale that after last year’s lesson she must 
not expect another walk over. 

The Yale crew is a younger and less muscular one than that 
of last year. What they lack in strength, however, they 
more than make up for in good form. They are rowing 
finely together, and the boat gets through the water at a very 
lively rate. Of course the loss of such men as Cook, Ken- 
nedy and Kellogg is keenly felt. It is a‘loss which cannot 
be remedied. Cook’s mind is as much missed from the boat 
as his _ Yet, though by no means gigantic in size, his 
back and loins were unapproachable. Kennedy was the most 
powerful man that ever pulled in a Yale boat. Kellogg was 
an unusually wiry fellow, closely knit and nervous, and was 
always looked upon as the hardest worker in the boat. The 
new men are Hart, Livingstone, Hyde and James. Though 
not as good as their predecessors, they are fine oarsmen and 
rank with the rest of the crew. Collin, E. O. Cooke, Wood 
and Thompson, all of whom rowed last year, fill up the boat. 

At a distance of a couple of miles from New Haven there is 
a pretty little body of water called Lake Whitney, from the 
fact that the celebrated Eli Whitney’s first factory derived 
its motive power from it. Here the crew took their boat 
about four weeks ago, and have kept it there until three or 
four days ago, in order to avoid the rough water of the har- 
bor. Cedar eight oars are very expensive articles, and it is a 
very simple matter to ruin ene by taking it out into a rough 
sea.

The snow is very deep in the Adirondacks, and thinking that perhaps 
you would be glad to hear how we are getting along, thought I would 
drop you a line and let you know. There is nothing t» do only to take 
notice of those that claim t» be guides. Some of the first-class guides 
are having a very nice time killing deer on three feet of snow, among 
whom are Mitchell Sabbaties, Charles Sabbaties, J. D. Pluamly, Alba 
Cole, Justin Larros and several others. Now, if you sportsmen wish to 
have the deer all killed off on snow shoes and out of season, I have 
nothing to say. If not, please publish them in the sporting papers. I 
is my request that you should do so. The Sabbaties and J. D. Plumly 
killed twelve in two weeks, and for proof please address L. Hall, Long 
Lake, Hamilton, Virginia.

DEER SHOOTING: OUT OF SEASON. 





SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., May 9, 1877. 
Mr. Epitor: 

In your issue of March 29 is a communication dated North Milford, 
Nov. 29, which has excited in my breast the liveliest feelings of alarm 
and concern. Having passed the best part of a half century in the State 
of Maine (during which time the most expert hunter would as soon think 
of catching a deer on snow shoes in July as November), and, as the 
writer of the article mentioned, not only caught a large buck in the lat 
ter month on snow shoes, but also had ample time previously to perfect 
himself in the use of them, it is evident that a fearful change has come 
over the climate of that State; and, unless means are at once taken to 
rescue its unfortunate inhabitants, they apust all ultimately perish. As 
it is well known that all the commercial enterprise, erudition and wealth 
of New England culminates in Boston, I wou!'d suggest that an expedi- 
tion, provided with all the modern appliances icr supporting life in the 
Arctic regions, be fitted out immediately to proceed to that desolate 
State, and remove the few inhabitants who are fooling around there 
among the icebergs; and the writer alluded to above should be chosen 
as its leader—the courage, fortitude, and endurance displayed in his 
wonderful deer hunt fully qualifying him for that position. 

The great Agassiz visited that region a few years before his death, 
and was greatly interested in a remarkable moraine (called by down- 
easters a “horseback”) which extends for miles in that vicinity, and 
considered it one of the strongest evidences he had ever seen of a for- 
















mer glacial period; but if even that eminent scientist had predicted that 
the State was soon to return to that frigid condition from which ages 
ago it.emerged, the idea wou!d have been scouted. Itisidle to speculate 
on the possible causes: which have produced such a result. Perhaps the 
tremendous efforts of the British expedition to reach the north pole 
loosened a glacier which has descended upon the hapless State; or it 
may be that they found the north pole, and, actuated by mftice engen- 
dered by the battle of Bunker Hill, brought it down and stuck it up in 
the vicinity of Milford—in Argyle, just across the river, probably, as the 
oftness of the soil there renders it well adapted to receive it. 

In reading the article, I was particularly struck with the writer’s mag- 
nanimity in refraining from squirting a charge of shot into the buck, in 
order to “ give him a chance.” Noble youth! Where butin the modern 
Athens could such admirable qualities be fostered and brought out! 
The Spartan boy can hereafter take a back seat. It is probable, ii view 
of the climate, that he will never have a chance to repeat his exploit ; 
but let him not despair, Cooped up in one corner of that noble Com- 
mon, the pride of the Bostonian’s heart and the wonder of all the rest of 
New England, are six or seven deer. Armed with his faithful shot gun 
and trusty snow shoes, he can swoop down on them some bright morn- 
ing, and, as their chances of escape are not much greater than they were 
in Maine, he can probab y kill one or two before his sport is interrupted. 
It is true that he will be obliged to spend a short time in jail, but he will 
have the consolation of knowing that he deserves it no more than he 
does for his Brandy Pond hunt; and the silence and solitude of the 
lock-up, Will be favorable for the writing of “‘ My Second Deer.” And, 
with his happy disregard of time and place, he can date it from the 
Adirondacks,

ADVANCED VIEWS ON GUN CALIBRE— 
SMALL-BORES vs. LARGE BORES. 








New Orveans, La., May 3, 1877. 


It is surprising what ignorance exists, even among good 
shots and ardent sportsmen, about their favorite _ Weapon. It 
has been the fashion of late years, especially in the States 
north of Mason and Dixon’s Line, for sportsmen to use shot- 
guns of large sizes, 12 aud 10-gauge and even larger ; and 
amongst the most common errors about shot-guns prevalen 
amongst northern sportsmen, is the idea that a 10-gauge shot— 


gun will kill a wild duck farther than a 14 or 16-gauge. _ 
Whenever I hear an assertion like the above | am satisfied 
at once of the ignorance of the speaker. It has been my 


fortune to have traveled a good deal over this globe, and to 
have hunted in many different countries, and I have noticed 
that the use of the larger bore shot-guns was confined gener- 
ally to the English-speaking people of British and North 
America. 1 would like to call the attention of the advocates 
of large bore shot-guns to the following facts : 

1. The United States is not the only portion of the world 
where game is shot, and where first-class sportsmen are to be 
found. . 

2. In France, Spain, and generally outside of the English- 
speaking nations, nine-tenths of the game killed with shot- 
guns, is killed by guns less than 14-gauge. In Brazil, for in- 
stance, I found that most of the guns used for shooting wild 
fowl (ducks and geese) were less than 18, some being as small 
as 36. In France 14 is considered large, and French sports- 
men have often told me they considered the large sizes good 
only for bad shots, who had to have a gun that scattered to hit. 

8. Sixty years ago as much game was killed as now, yet it 
was mostiy done with 18, 20 and less sizes. The Latin races, 
and also the Germans, use small bore shot-guns with coarse

shot. Iam an advocate of large shot. The effectiveness or 
killing power of a projectile 1s in direct proportion to its di- 
ameter (I refer to spherical projectiles), all statements in mod- 
ern American sporting books to the contrary notwithstanding. 
For the same reason that I believe in large bores and spheri- 
cal bullet for the hunting rifle, I believe in large shot for the 
shot-gun, which can be better used in the small bores, as they 
scatter much less and shoot much closer than the modern 
blunderbusses. Of course pot-hunters and market-hunters 
would prefer the large bore shot-gun, whereas a sportsman 
who is truly a gentleman would rather kill one duck dead at 
forty yards, than half a dozen at 25 yards out of a flock. 

The statement I wish to make is, that a 16-bore, properly 
loaded and held straight, will kill a duck as far and as well 
as a 10-bore, and my experience as a hunter has proved this 
© me over and over again. Some of your readers may doubt 
this perhaps, but in the fall of ’66 I hunted prairie chickens 
.and ducks in Edgar county, Ill., with a little 16-bore, and I 
could not have been more successful, and your Western 
sportsmen know what November prairie chickens are. Of 
course many statements in this article may seem strange to 
many American sportsmen, for as a general thing they are not 
as well posted as they ought to be on guns and game outside 
of their immediate sections. But there is nothing in this 
article except what I've learned from years of experience in 
field sports. It’s true I prefer, and am more accustomed of 
late years to that noblest of all sports, big game hunting with 
the rifle; but yet I’m also an ardent lover of the dog and 
shot-gun. 

Now, a few words to ‘‘ Recapper,” whose admirable arti- 
cles have done much to render interesting our papers. I 
agree cordially with ‘‘Recapper’s” opinion of snap-action 
guns—that, as a rule, they are an abomination. I also agree 
with him that the only breech-hading shot-guns that will 
last like the old muzzle-loader are guns with positive actions. 
But I must find fault with **‘ Recapper.” In an article which 
appeared a short time ago, though advocating small-bore 
guns, he makes a sort of compromise by saying that if he in- 
tended using a gun on such game as wovdcock, snipe, etc., he 
would get a 14-bore, but for general shooting a 12-bore; 
thereby implying that for ducks, etc., 15 is too small, which 
isa mistake. A 16 properly loaded will kill the biggest wild 
goose that ever was shot, and as far, too, aS one was ever 
killed by the 10 or 8-bores of the gunners of the New Eng- 
land or New Jersey coast. It is 4 common mistake to think 
that because a large bore carries twice as much powder it 
will kill twice as far as a small bore. In shot-guns the range 
is by no means proportional to the charge of powder. Again, 
I think ‘‘ Recapper” is in error about the weight of shot- 
guns. IJ agree with Bogardus that a man who can’t use an 
8-lb. gun had better stay.at home. The recoil is much less 
felt in a heavy gun than in a light one. ‘* Recapper” sneers 
at the gun of all work, but some of the best shots | ever knew 
used but one gun at all game. 

A 14-gauge, 30 in., 8 to 8} lbs. weight, loaded with 3 drs. 
coarse powder and 1+ ozs. shot, is the gun for all shooting, 
from a snipe to a wild goose or partridge (I mean the part- 
ridge of the Southern sportsmen, Ortyx virginianus, not the 
partridge of the North) to a wild turkey.

No prizes were offered, but the rivalry always felt by yacht- 
men was sufficient to make a contest, and the fact that the

Just before eleven o’clock, with a very light wind blowing, 
at the signal the open boats flitted by, and before reaching Bay 
Ridge dock the Wind lead, followed at different distances by 
the Nomad, Louise, Lapwing and Barbara F. 

Ten minutes afterwards all were off. The Orion got a good 
send off,’and passing the Myra, soon took the lead, which she 
kept. The Genia, Hope, Lizzie L., Mab and Nimbus closely

The Meta lead the schooners, followed by the ‘Triton, Peerless, 
Sadie and Dolphin. These last four were a long time reach- 
ing Bay Ridge, and the Peerless getting her centre board in 
the mud, lost some considerable time, but by noon the breeze 
hoped for had arrived, and all the boats flew over the water in 
fine style. The Triton, having passed the Dolpbin, Sadie 
and Peerless, went for the Meta, which by this time had 
a lead of about fifteen minutes. Off the West Bank, the 
open boats were met, having rounded their buoy, and were 
making easy speed for Gravesend Bay. The yacht Wind 
was well ahead of the Nomad, which was about the same dis- 
tance abead of the Louise, which was very much further 
from the Lapwing. The Barbara was somewhere astern. The 
Wind winning the race, leading the Nomad some two min- 
utes, and the Louise about four minutes, not counting time 
allowance which was in favor of the winner. The yachts now 
were skimming over the water in beautiful style to the 8S.

Squaring away before the wind for Coney Island point and 
Graves End Bay all kites were set and the sight of fifteen 
yachts in a line pressing on each other was a beantiful one. 
The Triton passed all but the Orion, Meta and Genia. The 
Myra, which turned back, having anchored urder Coney Island 
dock, the Orion, Ema and Genia came there to anchor also. 
But the flagship Triton, seeing that the open boats had _fol- 
lowed their orders and were in Gravesend Bay, off the Bath 
Hotel, continued her course to that place, when all the fleet 
soon followed in about the same order that,they passed the 
spit. , 

The temporary separation of the fleet wasa mistake that 
could have been avoided by more explicit orders. 

The better way in such matters, if printed orders cannot, 
as is often the case, be provided, is for the Flag-officer to 
write his orders on a single sheet, and by a messenger, send it 
to each yacht to be read or signed by the person in charge. 
Then no excuse of misunderstanding orders can be made, for 
the Commodore will have at hand the evidence that it had been 


read. 
However, the mistake was of little consequence, and after 


vantage during the race over those who disprove of such busi- 
ness.

The gun that started the first class was to be the signal for 
the second to get into position, and we got under way. The 
wiod kept growing lighter and lighter, until we bardly had 
steerageway on, but after some time had elapsed we managed 
to get into line.

When the balloon jib sheet had been 
properly trimmed, we overhauled the rest of the fleet 
ahead, composed of the cat. Eugenia, sloops Imp and 
Nattie, cat Ripple, and sloops Ivy, Rebie, Posy, Unknown, 
Clide and Sunbeam, and cat Niagara in the rear. The course 
was to lee-ward round Cow Pasture buoy, Dorchester Bay, 
leaving it on port; when we got there all in a bunch, we ran 
intoacalm. ‘The first boat to get the wind again was the cat 
Eugenia, and she seemed to fly away from the buoy after she 
got round; she was followed by the Nattie, Rebie, Imp, etc. 
Every one was carrying their balloons flat aft, and skipping 
along pretty fast. 

The 1st class had now got round No. 7 so’-east of Fort Inde- 
pendence, and were close hauled for Sculpin Ledge; no ma- 
terial change was noticed in the position of yachts, with the 
exception of the Triton being a little nearer the Lillie. 

Again the wind fagged out on the second class, and left some 
of the boats still; others were getting the cats’-paws and slip- 
ping along towards No. 7. The Eugenia still kept the lead, 
and got round the buoy followed closely by the Rebie, Posy 
and Imp. From this time until the finish, there was very little 
difference in positions. 

The Magic won the first prize in her class, and the Triton 
second, beating the Lillie on allowance. ‘The Gael took first 
prize for keels in the same class, only one prize being given as 
there were but two competitors. 

The Posy won the first prize in the second class, on allow- 





an hour spent at dinner the fleet started, upon signal, for 
home at 44 o’clock.

In all respects the day was delightfully pa-sed. Three of 
the yachts had some ladies on board, and it would be pleasant 
if the club, on Decoration Day hereafter, would invite, with 
its members, the ladies of their families. The subject was 
much discussed, and as the Atlantic Club has always, on its 
cruise, had the wives and daughters of some of its members, 
it may be that another year will see this suggestion carried 
out.
